5fet assuredly, iron is a great power in this 
age. It is revolutiiniziiig the world. The 
iron rail and the iron wires of tho telegraph 
have already brought towns so near to each 
other that our onuntfy has now become as 
one vast eity. A.nd iron railroads are briiigt 
lug countries nearer to each other, and bind¬ 
ing them into one eoumon interest. We 
even hear of an iron bond of union between 
Rngland and Calcutta—a railway stretching 
across Europe and Asia Minor, rendering 
the distance in point of time between Lon¬ 
don and Calcutta only one week! Nor is 
the proposal a mere chimera; it is a thing 
that will be realized, and in our day. Four¬ 
teen years will probably see the Calais and 
Calcutta trains running. Iron will form the 
road and iron locomotives the fiery horses, 
to hear the iron carriages freighted with 
their living loads, along the great liighway 
of civilization. We have yet seen but the 
be.ginuing of the gigantic power of railways. 
The next generation may see the extension 
of the Calais and Calcutta line to Pekin, 
aeross the centre of Asia. The N. York and 
California Railway will then be a “ great 
fact;” for Y'ankees are no dreamers, but 
hard, practical, energetic workes; and Asa 
Whitney’s scheme will not long remain on 
paper only. But iron is also working away 
in other directions. Not to .speak of iron 
bedsteads and iron drawing-room furniture, 
we have iron steamships, iron tubular 
bridges, iron viaducts, and iron lighthouses. 
The Queen has just ordered an iron ball¬ 
room, to be constructed by Bclhou.se, of 
Manchester, for her highland country seat 
at Balmoral. Then, have we not seen the 
Iron and Crystal Palace of all nations !— 
There was the iron house, also built at Man¬ 
chester, by Fairbain, for the .Sultan of Tur¬ 
key.

Rents in New Y'ork. A New Y’'ork cor¬ 
respondent of the National Intelligencer has 
the following statement relative to the enor¬ 
mous amounts paid for rent in New Y'ork. 

“ I am perfoetly astonished at the rate of 
rents in this city. I know a single basement 
room on Wall street, to reach which you 
must descend five or six steiis from the foot 
way, with a low ten foot ceiling, and the 
room not more than thirty by twenty feet, 
which rents for §6,000 per annum. A lot, 
t.vventy-five feet by seventy-five, as high up 
on Broadway as the corner of Fulton street, 
was recently leased for twenty-one years at 
§14,500 per annum, at the end of which 
time the ground landlord is besides to have 
the building which is now being erected on 
it, andjwhioh will cost §20,000. A build¬ 
ing on Broadway, immediately adjoining 
Trinity church-yard, forty feet trout and 
two hundred feet deep, opening on a side 
alley, and cut up into corridors and offices, 
brings an aggregate rent of $60,000 per an¬ 
num ; and a gentleman who has built him¬ 
self a splendid dwelling as high up in Broad¬ 
way as the neighborhood of Union Square, 
at least two miles above the City Hall, says 
he plainly sees that he must be driven away 
in a few years by the encroachment of ho¬ 
tels, and shops, and he told me he had al¬ 
ready been offered a rent of §10,000'per an¬ 
num, for the house.”

Rust. The preservation of iron and steel 
from rust is a very importaut consideration 
in domestic economy. The following plan 
of doingtlrts is very little known, and is far 
superior to any other :—Add to a quart of 
cold water half a poiltid of quick lime; lot 
this stand until the top is perfectly clear; 
pour off the clear liquid, and stir up with 
it a quantity of olive oil, until the mixture 
_ becomes a "thick cream, or rather assumes 
the consistence of butler which has been 
melted for the table, and has become cold. 
Rub the iron or steel vvliieh is to be put by 
With this mixture, and then rap it up in a 
paper. Knives and Other steel articles treat¬ 
ed in this way will not acquire the slightest 
rust. If the nature of the articles will ni.t 
admit of their being wrapped up in paper, 
they will remain free from rust by covering 
them more thickly with the mixture.
